The Bluedevils got off to a quick start by 
winning their 1st four games. They 
knocked off Winona (Minnesota) 27-0. 
Stout followed that win with a 21-0 
whitewash of Superior. Eau Claire was 
next on the agenda and Stout used their 
"radar" defense to defeat the Bluegolds 
13-7. Mcnomonie won their fourth in a row 
when they posted their third shutout in 
four games, a close 6-0 defeat over Osh- 
kosh. The dam broke against Whitewater 
as the Bluedevils dropped their first game 
24-7. Despite giving up 21 points to Ste- 
vens Point, the Bluedevils emerged victori- 
ous as the offense came up with 35 tallies. 
Stout took their next game on the chin as 
Plattcville handed the Bluedevils a 14-3 
defeat and their second Conference loss. 
Suffering a possible lowdown. Stout was 
then clobbered by St. Norberts 21-0 in a 
non-conference clash. Stout was not to be 
counted out though, as they upset national- 
ly ranked River Falls 30-8. A win in their 
final season clash over LaCrosse would 
have given the Bluedevils a share of the 
conference title but, that was not the case 
as LaCrosse dropped the Bluedevils 10-7 
despite being outgained 2-1 in tota\ yard- 
age.
